fhe President thooght It best not to take any special action with 
respect to Israel right iu»w, for the aosaent, tte dialogoe could he continued 
between the Ambassador and Sshkol. fhe Israelis will'attempt to bargain 
for a secnrity guarantee. In any case, Mr. McCone says they have not been 
doing very much on nuclear activity recently. Mr. Ball pointed out the 
successful conclusion of a best ban agreement should provide an op{w>rtunity 
to test Israeli intentions. 

fhe President asked if sintte kind of inspection, perhaps international, 
could be ^tten fro® Masser. Mr. McClay recalled Basser’s stateaent of a 
’’collective'' setting. Hasser had tmt thoa#t it throu^, and neither a 
BH nor an 14IA idea had appealed to him. Masser had {Miiated out the Israelis 
have » nuclear potential., while he does not. He would be glad to know 
what they are doing, tat he himself had nothing to inspect. Be had been 
particularly sensitive on missiles and refused to accept any verification. 

His reasons had been political. Be was not seeking e security guarantee, 
and did not wish any "atarella” frsra the Westema powers. ■ He accepted the 
f^sident*8 good intentions, bat wished to avoid any suggestion of a 
**pr 0 t#ctorat#'*« He would be willing to reply to a fresideatial letter 
on mclear wea^pons and not attacking Israel. 
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Amba8»a4or Badaait ^f«sint«4 out that when he fea4 the 

Subject eC his lest awetlng with Hasser^ Naeser had again laentioned 
the '•collective*' setting and had cited the Addis Ahah® conference. 
Ba<kt®u had told Sasser he ®i|dit have thing nore specific to sugg 
on his xetum. fhe Ambassador then noted that Messer's Jnly 2Z spee 
had stated the QAE (1) has no plan for liquidating Zsrmsli (2) wuld 
not attack Israel, le thouf^t this si^ificant. 

The President suggested that m effort he to give Messer's 
stBtmmut eider dlssemitietion in the fkmgress end eloewltere. He 
expresMid en interest In seeing Nasser'e remarks. 


Ihe President then noted that some inspeetlon is needed in both 
Isreel and the BAE. If m can get some sort of QAE Inspectir- — 
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fhe Pxeaidant &h®uglit stould get tbe Egyptians te agree to IAEA 
inspection and the Israelis to bilateral inspection. Is eondered wbat 
we inight bane to give the Israelis to ^t it? Hr. talbot pointed out 
that Israel has already agreed in principle to mas form of inspection. 

Thus far, towe‘9«r, procedural and tiiaing arrangements have been inadequate. 
The President said ym should keep up the correspondence with Israel about 
this. Pei^aps Senator Pullbright mi^t also be ^tten to make a state* 
ment on the subject. Hhile Israel might siipi some agreement on the 
subject, he wondered how one could prevent Israel from manufacturing 
nuclear weapons. Hr. MeCone pointed out that tiae first inspection 
should reveal much about Israeli intentions* IS, Sf>t example, the 
reactor includes a chemical separation plant, this suggests tWy may 
have in mind making nuclear wapons. 

Tte President inferred to Nasser*# stateemnt that he would engage 
in "proteetiee" war against Israel if twt discovered that Dinona is 
manufacturing nuclear weapons. He asked why Nasser had not stated this 
publicly earlier? Ambassador Badeau said our past assurances to the 
Arabs that the reactor is not prodaclng such weapons have helped. An 
adequate inspection process is part of the «dK>le Hiddle last situation. 

Hr. Ball asked whether Israel would merely be able to set off a 
nuclear explosion er'''^uld it be a weapon? Hr. HcSoimt pointed out that 
the Israelis alteady have the capability to mate a nuclear explosion 
witb a weapons system. Hr. Nitse said the Pentagon belio'^s the HAR 
cannot mount a successful attack against Israel. If Nasser really had 
to fight Israel, he would probably look at the situation once again. 
Ambassador Badeau thou^t Nasser would eimply mount an air raid to wipe 
out Simona and therttafter wait for HN intervention to stalUlse the 
situation. 

^e President said we Should not do anything Ssr tlmt tijoe being. 
Eventually, however, m effort should Ixi made to get an agreement from 
Israel, as well as soebc sort Of International Inspection in ttm BAR. 
Ambassador Ba^au suggeated that seme thinking be done on what might 
Ixi Involved in a '*oolleetlve'* arrangement. He thouihb ^ should not 
merely rely on the Egyptians to comm with some i^eas. 

The President asked how many countries with reactors have injected 
inspection? He wondered if we might work out an inspection system with 
those countries where the reactor is not a great problem.
